(i) IISTOIY:— The idea, .of an Oriental Institute offering facilities to 
research workers and at the same tlnie “commemorating the work and name 
of the late Sir R. G. Bhandarkar originated towards the middle of 1915* The 
scheme was received enthusiastically; and with public support^ Governmeiit 
sympatliys and chiefly the noble aid rendered by the Tatas and tlie Jain 
community, the scheme soon materialised, and the Institute was formally, 
inaugurated by H. E. Lord Willingdon on 6th July, 1917. The Institute 
began its literary work in October 1918, when the Government of Bombay 
transferred to the Institute the Mss, Library former!}.^' deposited_ at the Deccan 
College, together with the annual maintenance grant of Rs. 3,000, at the same 
time, handing over to the Institute the management of the Bombay Sanskrit and 
Prakrit Series, together with the aaiiual grant of Rs. 12,000 (now reduced .tOj 
10,000 ) set aside for that purpose. The Main Hall of the building named The 
J. N. Tata Research Hall” was occupied in 1918, and the two Side Halls named 

The Khetsi Khiasi Mss. Hall ” and the Ratan Tata Iranian and Semitic Hall ” 
were occupied in 1922. The total expense on the whole building has been Rs. 
1,25,000. : Two more buildings, one to house the Press and Stock, and the 
other designated as the Nizam’s Guest House, have been recently completed . 

( 2. ) WORK ( i ) The Mahahharata Departmeiit is 'engaged in bringing 
out a Critical Edition of the Mahdhhdrata, based on Manuscripts of both the Northern 
and Southern Recensions, edited by Dr. V. S. Sukthankar, M. A , Ph. D. with the 
co-operation of other scholars, and with the help of Government subsidies and 
private donations, 

(ii) ^ The Manuscripts Department contains some 20,000 Sanskrit Mss. 
which are lent to all hona-fide scholars under certain ^conditions. The Mss. 
were collected for the Government by Biihler, Kielhoni, Bhandarkar and 
others since i 866, and they form one of the largest and most valuable collections 
of Sanskrit Mss. , which is being properly catalogued and looked after. A Descrip- 
tive Catalogue of the different Sections cf the Govt. Mss. Library is being prepared 
and four volumes of the same have been published so far. 

(iii) The Iranian and Semitic Department was inaugurated' in 1920 for 
the- collection and- preservation of Avesta, Pehlavi, Persian and Arabic Mss, 
A number of old and rare Mss. have been alrcad}^ collected and a working 
library of printed books pertaining to these subjects is also being built up. 

"(iv) The Journal Department looks to the conduct of the Annals of 
the Institute, which was started in 1919, and is now published quarterly. 
Members obtain the Annals hee of cost. To others the annual subscription is Rs. 10, 
It is also sent in exchange for journals and magazines of status in and outside India. 

( V ) The Publication Department besides conducting the work of 
the Bombay Sanskrit and Prakrit Series, has started ■ a new series called the 
Government Oriental Series, which includes texts, translations, as well as inde- 
pendent original works. In recognition of the • handsome help - rendered by 
the Jain community,^ the Institute is devoting special attention to the publica- 
tion of the Jain Literature and has recently completed arrangements for 
preparing a Catalogus Catalogoruni of all Jain Mss. A complete list of the 
publications on sale can be had free on application. The members of the Institute 
get SL special discount on thdr ^mchsLSQS. 

C vi ) The Library Department The private collection' of the, late 
Sir R. G. Bhandarkar was transferred to the Institute in 1925, and cohsists of 
about 3,000 old and rare volumes on Indology. Books fi'om this I ibrarv can- 
not be lent out, but arc available to Members at the Institute for purposes of 
study and reference. The Institute also purchases and receives as presents 
several books and learned periodicals each year. Books are issued to Members under 
certain conditions. For, the use of Members a Reading-room ot <-'elcct Oriental 
journals of India, Europe and America is being built up and brought up-to-date. 

(vh) The Post-graduate Department The Institute has since 1927 opened 
a centre for Post-graduate instruction and research where students in Sanskrit, Pali 
and ArdhamdoadM, as well as in Ancient Indian CuUnre working for M. A. and 
othre higher examinations ( both by paper and by thesis ) are trained. For details 
of courses and fees WTite to the Superintendent.

I have the honour to report on the working of the Bhandarkar 
Oriental Research Institute for the year ending . 31st March 1958. 
The report of the Executive Board and of the several Departments of 
the Institute which are appended to this report contain a detailed 
account of all the activities of the Institute during the year under 
report. It would, therefore, be sufficient for me if I take a general 
survey of the important activities of the Institute in this report. 

2. As in the previous year only one meeting of the Regulating 
Council was held to dispose of routine matters such as the passing or 
the budgets and reports and appointment of auditor for the year. 

3. As regards the publication of the Critical Edition of the 
Mahabharata I have to invite the attention of the members to the de- 
tailed report of the Mahabharata Department appended to this report. 
In accordance with the policy of the Institute to appoint different 
editors to edit the different parvans of the Mahabharata the editors 
appointed so far, are i Dr. S. K. De ( Udyogaparvan ) ; 2 Dr. Raghu 
Vira (Virataparvan) ; 3 Dr. S. K. Belvalkar ( Bhismaparvan) ; 4 Prof, 
M. Winternitz ( Sabhaparvan ). Two of these editors viz. Dr. S. K. 
De and Dr. Raghu Vira have completed their work on the parvans 
entrusted to them, while the third editor viz. Dr. S. K. Belvalkar is 
expected to deliver the complete press-copy of the Bhismaparvan before 
December 1938.* Mention has been made in the last year’s report 
of the sad demise of the fourth editor. Prof. Dr. M. Winternitz, 
which deprived the Institute of the services of a scholar whose 
interest in the Mahabharata work was continued up to the last 
moment of his life. The vacancy created by Dr. Winternitz’s death 
had therefore to be filled up by the appointment of some competent

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scholar willing to undertake the task of editing the Sabhaparvan* I 
am glad to report that Prof; Franklin Ed'gerton of the Yale University, 
U. S,. A. has expressed his willingness to edit the Sabhaparvan* He 
is expected to reach Poona and commence his work on the Sabha- 
parvan by the loth.of July next. ■"Thanks:" of the: Institute are 
due to Prof*. Edgerton for,, taking up this responsible work in the 
manner befitting a scholar and at great personal ' incoiivenience__ to 
himself. „„ The Institute has . so far published the, volumes of the Adi™ 
parvan, edited by Dr. Sukthankar and the Virataparvan, edited by 
Dr. Raghu Vira. During the year under report the Institute publi- 
shed a big fascicule of the Udj^ogaparvan edited by Dr. S. K. De. 
Owing to shortage of funds the printing work of the Mahabharata 
Department had to be teniporarily suspended. . But it will have to be 
continued as the Institute cannot afford to keep any completed work 
of the final edition of the Mahabharata unprinted for a long time, 
through fear of debts, as such a course would be detrimental to the 
best interests of this national work. As the editing work on the 
different parvans by the differnt editors is carried on simultaneously 
the, Institute is required to print all matter ready for the press with 
the least possible delay. In addition to the work on the different 
parvans carried out in consultation with Dr. Sukthankar, the General 
Editor, the critical apparatus for 200 adhyayas of the Aranya- 
parvan has been prepared by him and ihis work on remaining 
^adhyayas is in progress. During the year under report many 
appreciative reviews of the Virataparvan Volume appeared in several 
Oriental Journals in India and foreign countries. A few remarks 
-from these reviews may be quoted here. The reviewer in the Acta 
Orientalia remarks ^'Professor Raghu Vira has fully maintained 
the high standard set by the Chief Editor, Dr. Sukthankar. He 
has given us an excellent survey of the Manuscript material, of the 
jelationship between the various recensions and ot the old editions, 
and the text published by him will throughout stand the test of 
sound criticism. The Bhandarkar Institute has laid the world of 
scholars under heavy indebtedness through this big undertaking, 
and this indebtedness is now much increased through its choice 
of such an able collaborator as Prof. Raghu Vira. ” 

4. Owing to the strenuous effort made by the Institute to push 
on the work of the Descriptive Catalogue of the Mss. in the Govern- 
ment Manuscript Librar)^, the Institute has been able to publish so 
fat five volumes of the Catalogues in addition to the volume 
published by the Government of Bombay before the transfer of the 
Mss. library to the Institute in 1918. Four more volumes of this 
Catalogue are already in the press. Out of this number two volumes 
are expected to be out by the middle of the next year. Government 
Jias already expressed. its satisfaction at this progress as evinced by 
their report on the recent triennial inspection of the; Govt. Mss. 
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Library carried out in^October ^193.7. It. may,' lio.wever/'‘be'..'poiut^^ 
out that the real difficulty^ in the - - way - of ."the preparatioii • and 
publication, of the catalo.gue is mainly- financial^ as the funds, available 
for this work from. the Government -Mss.: apdrpublicatipn grapts’ are 
hardly adequate for the preparation and -publication ,6f a descriptive 
catalogue of 20,000 Mss». within a reasonable limit, -of time,. tt ^ ha§ 
been -pointed out in, the last year’s report that^the total, extent,. :pf the 
Descriptive Catalogu,e is expected to be more than- 20,000- pages .and 
the cost of printing and preparation of this printed matter wiU 
easily exceed a lakh of rupees. It has also been pointed out that 
without increasing the present resources it would be impossible for 
the Institute to print more than about 400 pages of this Catalogue 
every year and that even according to the rate of progress the work 
of cataloguing will be completed not before 1967 i. e. exactly after 
hundred years from 1866 in which year the work of collecting Mss. 
was started by Government. In spite of the best efforts of all 
concerned the Mss. in the Govt. Mss. Library having already lived 
for centuries are undergoing gradual decay and unless Government 
takes early steps to increase the present resources of the Institute 
with a view to shorten the period of publication of the entire 
Descriptive Catalogue, the chances of giving greater publicity to the 
valuable contents of the Mss. Library and their consequeht use by 
scholars are quite remote as it is impossible for every, scholar to pay a 
personal visit to the library and study the available Manuscript material 
first-hand for his own studies. Though the Mss. in the library are lent 
out to competent scholars all over the world they are unable to 
assess the exact value of the entire Manuscript material pertaining 
to the subjects of their study without a Descriptive Catalogue of 
these Mss. The authorities of every Mss. library in the world worth 
the name have always looked upon the preparation of a Descriptive 
Catalogue of Mss, as the most saered duty they have to perform in 
the interest of scholarship and as a result of this national conscious- 
ness we find the several sets of the Descriptive Catalogues of the 
different Mss. Libraries in the world. It is hoped that the Govern- 
ment of Bombay will not lag behind in increasing the present 
resources of the Institute appreciably to enable it to complete the pub- 
lication of the Descriptive Catalogue of Govt. Mss. - say before 1950. 

5. The Publication Department of tbeilnstitute - made satisfact-i^ 
ory progress during the year having published five new works 
including one Persian work. Owing to the heavy printing bills o! 
these works payable by this Department to outside presses and the 
honoraria due to the editors of these works the Institute will be 
compelled to curtail its publication programme for at least two or 
three years to come witli a view to clear up all pending liabilities. 
The publication work of the Bhandarkar Oriental Series inaugurated 
last year was commenced during the year and the first volume in the 
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series, the Devanagari Critical Edition of the Pali Tripitaka, is expected 
to be out by the middle of the next year. 

6 . One important event of the year was the celebration ol the 
Birth Centenary of Sir Ramkrishna Bhandarkar on the 6th of July 
1937 by the arrangement of an address by His Holiness Shri Shankara- 
charya Dr. Kurtakoti as a fitting tribute to the sacred memory of the 
great savant, whose critical scholarship, profound learning, and dis- 
passionate judgment and independence of views still excite the 
admiration of modern scholars. He lived at a time when the methods 
of research, especially in India, were in their infancy, if not absolutely 
unknown and but for his life-long pursuit of Sanskrit learning and 
allied studies the status and stature now assumed by the study of 
Sanskrit throughout India would have been an impossibility. An 
exhaustive literary biography of the great savant is long over-due in 
spite of the few biographical sketches published hitherto. 

7. Before concluding this report it is my painful duty to -put 
on record the loss sustained by the Institute in the demise of two 
great Orientalists whose scholarly association with the working of 
the Institute was a matter for pride and prestige. One of these 
Orientalists, Rao Bahadur C. V. Vaidya, was made an Honorary 
member of this Institute two years ago in recognition of his deep 
erudition and profound studies of the Mahabharata and Ramayana, not 
to say of his voluminous writings on historical and literary sub- 
jects. The other eminent Orientalist, Dr. Hermann Jacobi, was a 
member of the Board of Referees of the Mahabharata edition of the 
Institute for about twelve years and his loss is all the more regretted 
in view of his active interest in the Mahabharata work in spite of his 
extreme old age. 

8. It remains forme now to thank all my colleagues on the 
Regulating Council for their continued co-operation for the last five 
years in the affairs of the Institute. I have also to tender my grate- 
ful thanks to the Chairman and the members of the Executive Board 
including the Secretary of the Institute, Dr. V. S. Sukthankar for the 
efficient and harmonious manner in which they have carried on the 
administration of the Institute facilitating my work as the Chairman 
of the Council for this prolonged period of my office. But for : this 
co-operation it would have been impossible for me to act as Chairman 
owing to my old age and consequent necessity of rest.

2. Review of the activities of the several Departments s- 

Detailed reports about the activities of the several deparifnents of the 
Instimte will be found in the appendices to this report. A brief 
summary of the important points from these appendices may^ how- 
ever^ be given here. 

I, The Mahnhhdrata Department The progress of the pub^ 
lication of the Mahabharata work up to the beginning - of the year 
under report consists in the publication of two parvans viz. the 
Adiparvan and the Virataparvan volumes, containing 1536 pages 
( printed ). The portion of the Udyogaparvan published during the 

, ' ' , ’ , ' r ■ - 

, ^ Government Nominees. j 
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year consists of 400 printed pages. Thus the total number of printed 
' pages of the Critical Edition of the Mahabharata stands at 1936. 
Towards the close of the year the printing of the Udyogaparvan edited 
by Dr. S:K. De' had to " be discontinued for some time for want of 
funds. Dr. S. K, De paid a third visit to the Institute in connection 
with his work on the Udyogaparvan and completed the entire revision 
of his press-copy of this parvan in consultation with the General Editor. 
Owing to the policy of the Institute of appointing parvan editors to 
edit the different parvans of the Mahabharata, the whole Mahabharara 
scheme is no doubt expedited; but the Institute now finds it difficult to 
cope with the heavy printing bills year after year. It would, however, 
not be very prudent to withhold from publication, for want of funds, 
any portion of the press-copy that is made ready for printing, as such 
a course would defeat the very purpose for which the appointment of 
parvan editors w^as sanctioned by the Regulating Council. The com- 
plicated nature of the printing and the proof-reading, not to speak of 
the preparation of the press-copy by a staff of trained assistants under 
the direct guidance and control of the General Editor, Dr. V. S. Suk- 
thankar, demands immediate printing of all the matter made ready for 
the press. Many members of the staff w^orking on this scheme have ah 
ready passed as. many as 20 years of their lives in the Mahabharata work 
and it is advisable that the whole scheme should receive the benefit 
of their cumulative experience up to the publication of the last page 
of this edition. It is hoped that the Regulating Council will consider 
this aspect of the scheme and find ways and means for the uninterrupt- 
ed continuation of the printing work in the interests of the scheme 
initiated by the Institute in 1919. During the year under report 
the General Editor, Dr. V. S. Sukthankar, continued his work on 
the press-copy of the Aranyaka Parvan and has completed the critjcai 
apparatus of this parvan for the first 200 adhyayas. The work of 
editing the Sabhaparvan, formerly assigned to the late Prof. M. 
Winternitz of the Prague University, is now entrusted to Proft 
Franklin Edgerton of the Yale University. 

2. The Manuscripts Department The progress made by the 
Institute in the work of the Descriptive Catalogue of Mss. up to 
31.3.38 has been recorded in detail in the tabular statements, given in ^ 
the report of the Mss. Department annexed to this report. Only 
one complete volume of the Descriptive Catalogue could be published 
during the year owing to simultaneous printing of the press-copies of 
the Descriptive Catalogues of the different sections. The total number 
of pages of the Catalogues of different sections printed during the 
period of this report comes to 795. As a result of the departmental 
cataloguing work carried on under the supervision of Mr. P. K. Code, 
the Curator of the Institute,, the Department printed 136 pages of 
Sec. XIU ( Kavya Mss. ) besides completing the description of 750 
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Mss«^ of Sections III & XV* As regards - the progress of cata** 
logning made by different scholars on honorarium- basis^ 1 have to 
state that up to now two parts ofVoL XVII -of the Jain Catalogue 
have been published in addition to 128 pages of the third part.^ The 
printing of the press-copy of Part I of Section II ( comprising Grammar 
Mss* ) was completed during the year. The press-cooy 01 Part II of 
this Section will be taken up for printing as soon as it is received 
from the editor. . The printing of - the press-copy of the Gatalogue of 
Sec. XVI ( Vaidyaka and Tantra Mss. ) was. commenced in May 1937 
and so far 264 pages have been printed. The press-copy of the cat- 
alogue of Sec. VII ( Dharmasastra Mss. \ comprising a description of 
1696 Mss., was completed during the year. Work on Sections V and VI 
( Parana Mss. ) is in progress, the scholar concerned having com*- 
pleted the description of about 300 Mss. up to the close of the year. 
The number of Mss. of the Vedanta Section described so for is about 
400. — It will be seen from the foregoing summary of this progress of 
the Descriptive Catalogue work that the Institute has spared no pains 
to expedite the progress of the work inspite of the very scanty resources 
at its disposal. The present difEculcy of the Institute with regard to 
this work is want of funds to print off expeditiously the press-copies of 
the Catalogues of different sections that are getting ready from year 
to year. As the first collection of Mss. in the Govt. Mss. Library 
was made by Govt, in 1866, and as the first volume of the Descrip- 
tive Catalogue was published by them in 1916, it may be thought 
imprudent to suspend further work on these Catalogues for want of 
funds, especially in view of the fact pointed out in para 4 of the re- 
port of the Regulating Council for the last year, that at the present 
rate the last volume of the Descriptive Catalogue will be published in 
about 1967, assuming that the resources now available for this work 
are made available year after year till the completion of the work. 
Any suspension of the present work will result in the indefinite post- 
ponement of the completion of the work, which is an eventuality 
detrimental to the progress of Sanskrit research, to stimulate 
which the Govt. Mss. Library was founded and has been preserved by 
Government for the last 75 years. In this connection it may be noted 
that other Mss Libraries in Northern and Southern India have already 
brought out volumes of their Descriptive Catalogues and it may not 
look proper to lag behind them in this work, especially because the 
Govt. Mss. Library possesses a very old and rare collection of valuable 
Mss., some of which, being extremely old and valuable, ought to be 
made widely known to scholars through the medium of the Descrip- 
tive Catalogue. 

3. The Publication Department Publication Department pub- 
lished during this year 2379 pages as against 2669 in the previous yean 
Among works published, mention may be made of ( 1 ) Kavyadarsa, 
( 2 ) Bharadvajasiksa, ( 3 ) Desinamamala, ( 4) Descriptive Catalogue ,0;f

‘published during the year. 'lu' the Bhandarkar Oriental Series inaugura- 
ted last year, the department has commenced the printing of- the first 
yolume of the Series^^ which is the - "Devanagar! 'edition of the Pal!

4. ■ Tk Sales DepartmM The total sale proceeds of the- Sales 
Department for the year under report amounted to Rs. 61 79-3 -o 
.This ‘amount incrudeS- an amount of Rs,. 2261,-13-0 realized" by the 
sale of the Virataparvan volu^^ of the Mahabharata. The amount 
realized by the sale of Institute’s publications other than the Mahi- 
bharata fascicules is Rs, 39 17-6-0. It will thus be seen that sale of the 
volumes in the Bombay Sanskrit Series and the Government Oriental 
Series, which fetched an average amount of Rs. 6000 per year in the 
years previous to 1 93O5 has gone down to an average of Rs. 4000 
per year during the last six years. This decrease may be accounted for 
■firstly by the fact that numerous Sanskrit publications of value are 
being issued by private publishers and also by learned bodies (in 
India and outside ), and secondly on account of a substantial part of the 
Govt, publication grant being utilized for the printing of the volumes 
of Descriptive Catalogue of Mss., the average sale of which does not 
exceed Rs. 50 a year. 

' y. The General Department > The drainage line for all the build- 
ings on the premises of the Institute, the construction of which 
was commenced in the middle of March 1937 was completed 
during this year at a cost of Rs. 2929-3-9. The execution of this 
■scheme was necessary, especially in view of the construction of the 
Nizam’s Guest.House, in which accommodation for outside scholars 
could not be provided in the absence of proper arrangements for 
drainage. Besides, the Institute had also felt the necessity of keeping 
its premises in perfect sanitary condition according to rules which 
prohibited open drains without proper outlet. During the year under 
report the Executive Board framed rules ( vide Appendix ¥ 11 ) re- 
prding the use of the Guest House. It is hoped that scholars intend ! 
ing to make use, of Institute’s library of Mss. and printed books will 
take advantage of this facility offered by the Institute, 

6. The Library >- The entire collection of printed books in the 
library was checked and a list of missing volumes was prepared. As a 
result of this checking some of the volumes that were once supposed 
to be missing have been traced. The entries in the card-indices pre- 
pared last year are also being checked with a view to transfer these

Its centre^ of post-graduate ' instruction and ' researcli ten years ago. . 
The question of affiliation of this centre to the' Bombay UniverMty' 
was.'cobsMered.by the .University in 1930.. ■ .The University framed its 
new rules for its post-graduate students in 1931. According to these 
rules students were allowed' to 'attend the lectures - of recognized Uni-, 
versity Teachers in ^ the different '■ Arts. Colleges of Poona as. also at’ the 
Institute. This action of the University acted adversely on the post- 
graduate..., work" organized hy .,the„ Institute.-; From ■■193.2 onward^^ 
though the« Institute has been co-operating with the University in the 
matter of its post-graduate instruction and research, the University 
has not recognized the Institute as a centre of post-graduate instruc- 
tion and research in spite of its pioneer work in this field. It need 
hardly be pointed out that there is no other learned body in the 
presidency so well equipped with research materials in Indology as the 
Institute and willing to co-operate with the University in its auabition 
tp. develop Tts post-graduate work on thoroughly modern lines., 
Now that the Government of Bombay intends shortly to start a post- 
graduate department at the revived Deccan College, Poona, it may 
not be out of place here to suggest that they should avail themselves 
of.the Institute’s co-operation consistent with the lines laid down by 
them, for the conduct of their own work.

in its printing output during the year under report. . It may be noted^ 
here that a major part of the Institute’s printing, excluding the- print- 
ing of the Mahabharata fascicules, is done by the Institute’s Press, as 
will be clear from the statement given in the report of the Publication 
Pepartment. , ...

The late Mr. C. V. Vaidya was an honorary member of this Insti- 
tute. His contribution to Indology during the last thirty years has been 
of a very extensive nature. His works and articles dealing with the 
MahabMrata, the Ramayana, History of Mediaeval India etc. are too 
well known to need mention. In his death the Institute has lost a 
true devotee of learning, who continued in a very exemplary manner 
the pursuit of learning for its own sake to the last moment of his 
life. In recognition of his service to the cause of the Mahabharata 
studies he was popularly known as Bkaratacarya. His fame had also 
reached other provinces of India, a fact evinced by the presentation to 
him of a medal ( in 19^0 ) by Rai P. N. Mullick Bahadur of Calcutta, 
a well-known Bengali Zamindar, in appreciation of his work towards 
the resuscitation of the glory of the Mahabharata. — Prof. Jacobi was a 
member of the Board of Referees for the Critical Edition of the Maha- 
bharata for over ten years. The Institute takes this opportunity of 
recording the sad demise of this world-renowned Orientalist and 
the consequent serious loss it has sustained, especially in view of his 
sympathetic guidance and support to the cause of the Critical Edition 
of the Mahabharata. He always held a very high opinion of the lines 
on which the work of the Critical Edition of the Mahabharata is being 
carried on by the Institute. 

The Birth Centenary of Sir R. G. Bhandarkar and the 
presentation of the Virataparvan Volume to the Rafasaheb of 
Hundh: — The birth centenary of Sir Ramkrishna Bhandarkar fell 
on 6th July 1937, and it was celebrated by the Institute in a manner 
worthy of the occasion. This day, viz. the 6th of July, is the found- 
ation day of the Institute, on which the Institute’s year begins and on 
which elections of office-bearers take place. It is also a day on which 
the annual general meeting of the General Body of the Institute is 
held and is attended by local and moffusil members. The Executive 
Board, therefore, invited His Holiness Shri Shankaracharya Dr. 
Kurtakoti to grace the occasion by his presence and also deliver an 
address as a tribute to the sacred memory of the learned savant in 
wliose name the Institute is founded. His Holiness was kind enough 
to accept the invitation of the Institute and deliver an address* on 
The influence of the Mahabharata on Hindu Social Life This 
address was very keenly appreciated by the audience, as it came from 


* This address has been published in the Annals, Vol. XIX, pp. 1-9, 
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a personal friend of Sir Ramkrishna and was therefore ■■ redolent of 
many old thoughts and memories^ about the life of the great : Orien- 
talist whom the world of scholars revered during his life-time' and 
continues to revere even to this day. The address was followed by 
an account of the life of Sir Ramkrishna^ which was given by Dr. 
V. S- Sukthankar^ the Secretary of the Institute. The Instimie 
arranged on this occasion to present the volume of the Virltapaivan 
of the Critical Edition of the Mahabharata to Shrimant Balasaheb 
Pant Pratinidhi, B. A., Rajasaheb of Aundh, as a tribute to his 
princely patronage of the Mahabhtota work at its very inception. 
The volume was presented to Shrimant Rajasaheb by His Holiness 
with his blessings for Rajasaheb’s continued health and happiness. 
His Holiness, in making this present on behalf of the Institute, dwelt 
on the Institute's indebtedness to Shrimant Rajasaheb for the muni- 
ficent grant towards the Mahabharata work which gave a vigorous 
start to this epoch-making enterprise. 

Gelebtation of the flnnivcrsafy The twelfth anniversary 
of Sir Ramktislina Bhandarkar fell on 9th September 1937 and was 
celebrated as usual. The Institute was fortunate enough to have Prof. 
M. Hiriyanna, M. A., of Mysore, to deliver a learned address on ^ the 
Indian Conception of Values’ with Mr. N. C. Ketkar, B. A., LL. B., 
in the chair. In spite of the rather abstract nature of the address, the 
lacturer by his lucid manner of exposition created much interest in 
the subject of his address. Prof. Hiriyanna’s genuine interest in 
Indian Philosophy, evinced by his several papers and also by his 
popular volume on the systems of Indian Philosophy, was noticeable 
in this address and in the answers he gave to several questions 
put to him by the scholars assembled. This address of Prof, Hiri- 
yanna has been published in iht Annals ^ VoL XIX, pp. 10--24, Our 
thanks are due to Prof. Hiriyanna and to the general public for their 
co-operation in the celebration of the anniversary. 

In addition to the address delivered by Prof. Hiriyanna the 
Institute arranged for the delivery of three more free lectures during 
the year for the benefit of the public. The first of these lectures on 
' Physio-psychological Yoga ’ was delivered by Shri Yogendra, the 
founder of the Yoga Institute, Bombay, on 28th November 
1937; the second was delivered by Dr. M. B, Emeneau on the Todas 
of Nilgiris on 6th February 1938 ; ( published in the Annals VoL XIX 
pp, 1 01-12 1 ) and the third was delivered on the 1 3th March 1938 
by Manyavara Rajaguru Hemraj Pandit, C, I. E., Director of Public 
Instruction, Nepal, on the Kasyapa Samhita, an ancient medical 
treatise discovered by him. The lectures were largely attended by 
the members of the Institute and the public. The Institute is 
thankful to these eminent lecturers for the trouble taken by 
th^m ip coming over to Poona specially for delivering their lectures. 
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CoBcIllsion;— " The immediate needs of the Institute as- adumbr 
-rated in the last year’s report remain the same.^ The work of the 
Institute being of a national character deserves the patronage - of 'all 
"the provinces in- India, who have one .common heritage viz. the : entire 
mass, of -Oriental learning preserved in the,, form of manuscripts in 
.several scripts and languages. Though the resources at the disposal of 
-^the:: Instimte are hardly adequate to do full justice to the unpublished 
-material even in the Govl Mss. Library at .the Institute, the Institute 
is trying its best to bring out a publication of an epoch-making chara- 
cter like the Critical Edition of the Mahabharata, which requires persi- 
.stent labour and a stream of finance coupled with critical scholarship! 
.Unfortunately the finances of the Institute have been found to fail short 
of the needs of the several literary projects that are being executed by 
the Institute with the help of oriental scholars all over the world. 
I trust that the members of the. Regulating Council will do their best 
to canvass for donations and subscriptions for the Institute and thus 
create a more vital interest in the affairs of the Institute in the new 
generation of the patrons of learning and scholarship.

( Superintendent ; Prof. A. B. Gajendragadkar, M. A. ) 

1. Personnel:— Prof. A. B. Gajendragadkar was re-elected 
Superintendent of the Mahabharata Department on the 6th 
July 1917- 

2. ( Meetings.: — Only one meeting of the Mahabharata 

Editorial Board was held on 5th July 1937 to dispose of routine 
business of the department. . < ' 

3. Staff :— There was no change in the staff during tjie year. 
The total strength of the Department is 1 1 as in the previous year. 

tt, Collation : — The work of collating Southern and Northern 
Mss. was continued as in the previous year. The amount of collation 
work done at different centres, viz. at Shantiniketan, Tanjore and at 
the Institute, is specified in the statement anne-ved to this report. The 
work of preparing a pratika-index for the constituted text and the 
corresponding interpolations, which was undertaken six years ago, was 
continued during the year. So far the pratika-indices for the Adi- 
parvan and the Virataparvan have been completed ; while the work 
on the pratika-index for the Udyogaparvan is being carried on. 
The wodc of preparing the press-copy of the Aranyaka or Vanaparvan 
started by Dr. Sukthankar three years ago was continued during the 
year. He has been able to complete up to now the critical apparatus 
for about 200 adhy. of this parvan. The work of editing the Sabha- 
parvan was first entrusted to the late Prof. M. Winternitz, but owing 
to the sad demise of Prof. Winternitz in January 1937, the Editorial 
Board was compelled to make other arrangements for*, carrying out 
this work. Accordingly, Prof. Franklin Edgertbn of the Yale Univer- 
sity was appointed during the year to do the work. And I am glad 
to report that he has expressed his willingness to commence the work 
and will accordingly come to India early in July 1938, especially for 
this purpose. ' , . ' 

The 'vvork of collation at the two outside centres viz. the 
Saraswati Mahal Library ( Tanjore ) and the Vishvabharati ( Santini- 
keiana ) continued during the year. The Department ts thankful to 
the authorities of. these Institutions, for their selfless and efficient 
supervision of the,' Mababbirata collation work for the last sixteen 
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5 . Publication The work of publishing the Critical Edition 
of the Mahabharata in its final form was commenced as early as 1927 
and the first fascicule of the Adiparvan was published in 1927. The

Out of the total number of 1936 printed pages of the final 
edition of the Mahabharata completed up to 31.3.1938, 312 pages of the 
Udyogaparvan ( fascicule 9 ) were printed during the year. The total 
printing cost of the 1936 printed pages as specified above comes to 
about Rs. 38,000 (excluding binding charges). Owing to the appoint- 
ment of Parvan Editors, the work of preparing press-copies of the 
several parvans under the supervision of the General Editor, Dr. V. S. 
Sukthankar, has been very much expedited, and though the simul- 
taneous printing of the different parvans would materially shorten 
the period necessary for the completion of the Mahabharata publi- 
cation, it is impossible for the Institute to adopt such a course with 
the limited funds available for printing purposes every year. It is 
only with special donations made available tor printing work of the 
Mahabharata that the Institute can hope to carry out this national 
undertaking to an early completion. 
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©. Finances:— Someiefforts were made during the year under 
report to secure new donations for the Institure. As a result of these 
efforts the Institute received a donation of Rs. rooo from the Govern- 
menfof H. H. the Maharaja of Travancore. Our best thanks are due 
to the Govt, of His Highness and also to the enlightened Diwan Saheb 
Sir C. P. Ramaswamy Aiyyar, through whose good offices it was 
possible to secure what we may regard as a provisional grant. We 
trust that in future years the Government of Travancore will consider 
favourably the question of giving some substantial annual contri- 
bution to this national work of the Mahabharata editon, in view of 
their keen interest in and high regard for oriental learning. — The 
Institute is also thankful to Sir Jugal Kishore Birla for his donation 
ofRs. 200 towards the Mahabharata work. The name of Mr. Birla 
is celebrated throughout India for his large-hearted charities in the 
cause of Hindu religion and culture. We strongly hope that he will 
consider our request for a similar annual donation towards the Maha- 
bharata work. These two new donations are set apart to meet 
especially the printing costs of the Udyogaparvan. 

7. Reviews of the Mahabharata work^-- After the publi- 
cation of the Virataparvan several Oriental Journals of repute such as 
Journal Asiatique of Paris, Bulletin of the School of Oriental Studies 
of London, Acta Orientalia, Kuhn’s Zeitschrift, Polish Bulletin of 
Oriental Studies, Rivista delli Studi Orientali, Journal of the Bihar and 
Orissa Research Society, and Indian Historical Quarterly have publi- 
shed appreciative reviews of our Critical Edition of the Mahabharata. 
Besides these published reviews, the General Editor has received appre- 
ciative letters regarding the Mahabharata work from renowned Orient- 
lists like MM. Ganganath Jha, Prof. F. W. Thomas, Prof. Louis Renou, 
Prof. Wagihara, Prof. H. Oertel, Prof. A. B. Keith and others. I am 
also happy to note here that our General Editor, Dr. V. S. Sukthankar, 
who is really responsible for the entire organization of the project of the 
Critical Edition of the Mahabharata, has been honoured by the American 
Oriental Society, which has conferred on him the Honorary Member- 
ship of the Society. Dr. Sukthankar is the second Indian Scholar to 
be so honoured, the first being the late Dr. Sir R. G. Bhandarkar, 
whose name the Institute bears and under whose auspices the work 
of the Critical Edition of the Mahabharata was started by the Institute 
101919. Shrimat Shankaracharya Dr. Kurtakoti has shown his ap- 
reciatirin of the work done by Dr. Sukthankar by conferring on him, 
at the last annual Utsava at the Matha, the honorific title Maha- 
bhOrata-dtpaha.

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Report of the Manuscripts Department for 1937-38 

( Superintendent : Dr. V. S. Sukthankar, M. A., Ph. D. ) 

1. Personnelof the Department:— Dr. V. S. Sukthankar 
was re-elected Superintendent of this Department on 6th July 
1937 and his appointment was approved by Government. 

2. Government Inspection of the Mss. Library The 

fourth Triennial Inspection of the Govt. Mss. Library was carried out 
by Mr. H. J. Varia, B. A., LL. B., Accounts Superintendent of the 
office of the Director of Public Instruction, Poona. In this connect- 
ion it may be useful to record the dates of the three previous Govern- 
ment triennial inspections of Mss. since the transfer of the Govt. Mss. 
Library to the Institute in 1918. These inspections were carried out 
in the years 1928, 1931, and 1934 respectively. The fourth Govt, 
inspection referred to above was carried out from the 4th October 
1937 October 1937, object of the inspec- 

tion being to see whether the library with its appurtenances etc. as 
handed over to the Institute in 1918 is being properly maintained and 
whether the conditions of the loan and rules and regulations for 
giving the Mss. on loan are being duly observed. The report of the 
Inspecting Officer was received by the Institute on 13.1 1.1937 and 
necessary action was taken by the Curator of the Institute on the 
suggestions made in this report. The result of the inspection may 
be summed up in the following remarks of the Inspecting Officer: — 

It will thus be seen that since the last inspection in 1934 the 
authorities of the Institute have made sufiicient progress in the matter 
of the preparation, printing and publication of the Descriptive Cat- 
alogue of the Government Mss. Library.... The library is, op 
the whole, well maintained and not a single Ms. has been lost since 
the library was loaned to the Institute in 1918. ”

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The foregoing tabular statements show the progress of the work 
of the Descriptive Catalogue of Mss. up to date, i, e., up to 31st March 
1938. This work is divided since January 1935 into two groups viz. 
(1 ) departmental work under the supervision of Mr. P. K. Code, 
Curator of the Institute, by the employment of graduate assistants and 
( 2 ) work on honorarium basis entrusted to different scholars under 
the old and the revised conditions. 

As regards the departmental work I have to state that Vol. XII 
( Alamkara, .Samg^ta & Natya Mss. ) and Vol. XIV ( Nataka Mss. ) 
were printed off before the commencement of the year under report. 
As regards the press-copy of Vol. XIII which was ready by the end of 
the last year, I have to state that its printing was commenced towards 
the middle of the year and so far 17 forms (comprising 13 6 pages) have 
been printed. During the year under report the department was able 
to complete the press-copy of Vol. XV ( Silpa, Ko& and Vijhana 
Mss. ) containing the description ot 298 Mss. In addition to this 
work the department has been able to describe about 452 
Mss. of section III ( Jyotisa, Nirukta, Siksa &c. Mss. ) and work on 
the remaining Mss. of this section is in progress. — The departmental 
work on the Descriptive Catalogue was commenced in January 1933. 
It has been already pointed out in the last year’s report that the 
decision taken by the Executive Board in starting this work has re- 
sulted in a vigorous and expeditious progress of the entire cataloguing 
work. This view has been fully endorsed during the year by the Gov- 
ernment Inspecting Officer as stated above. The services of the two 
cataloguing assistants, employed by the department in January t933, 
were continued during the year. The total number of Mss. described 
departmentally during the year was about 750. In addition to their 
work on the Descriptive Catalogue the assistants were required daily to 
do the work of inspecting the contents of two Mss. cupboard by rota- 
tion with a view to set right their displacement and thus facilitate 
the work of Government Inspection of Mss. This method has been 
found very useful as it regularizes the constant shuffling of Mss. caused 
by their being taken out and handled in large numbers for descriptive 
catalogue purposes. The assistants had also to attend to the proof- 
reading work pertaining to the volumes of the Descriptive Catalogites 
prepared by the Department. — As regards the work of Prof. H. R. 
Kapadia (on honorarium basis under the old condition), I have to state 
that he completed his press-copy of the entire catalogue in June 1936. 
Up to the beginning of the year under report the Institute has been 
able to publish two parts of Vol. XVII comprising 823 printed pages 
containing a description of 643 works out of a total of 3027 Jain Mss. 
described by Prof. Kapadia. During the year 1 28 pages of the third 
part of Vol. XVII were printed off. This number together with 136 
pages of this part printed last year, makes up a total of 264 pages. It is 
hoped that this part will be published before July 1938. At the sugges- 
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tion of Prof. Kapadia the Institute has commenced the printing of 
Vol. XVIII, Part I towards the end of the year and 3 forms of this 
part have been printed off. This arrangement, though helpful to 
Prof. Kapadia in some way, is likely to delay the publication of both 
the volumes for some time, as the Institute cannot double its printing 
output on one volume only of the Catalogue, especially in view of 
the claims of other scholars working on honorarium basis. The print' 
ing of the press-copy of part I of the Descriptive Catalogue of 
Grammar Mss. ( Section II ) compiled by Dr. S. K. Belvalkar and 
commenced in August 1935, was completed during the year under 
report. The total number of pages of this part is 364 out of which 
142 pages were printed during the year. 

It was reported last year that two new scholars viz. Dr. H. D, 
Sharma, M.A., Ph.D., and Dr. S. M. Katre, M.A., Ph.D., were ent- 
rusted with the work of the Descriptive Catalogue of Mss. according 
to the revised conditions and that some progress was made by them 
on the sections assigned to them by the Executive Board. Dr. 
Sharma had finished last year his press-copy of the Descriptive Cata- 
logue of section XVI ( Vaidyaka and Tantra ) comprising about S30 
Mss. During the year under report he visited Poona in August 1937 
and stayed here for some months specially for the purpose of working 
on the Descriptive Catalogue. Accordingly by incessant work during 
the period of his stay he completed the press-copy of the Dharmasistra 
Mss. ( Section VII ) comprising the description of 1696 Mss. During 
the last year Dr. Sharma received an amount of Rs. 622-8-0 in part 
payment of the honorarium due to him on account of the press-copy 
of the Vaidyaka and Tantra Mss. ( Sec. XVI ) prepared by him. Dur- 
ing the year under report he was paid an amount of Rs. 600 in part 
payment of his honorarium on account of the press-copy of Dharma- 
sastra Mss. (Sec. VIl) submitted by him. The department commenced 
printing of the press-copy of the Vaidyaka Mss. in May 1937 and so 
far 33 forms comprising 264 pages have been printed. This part is 
expected to come out by the middle of next year. — In addition to 400 
Mss. described by Dr. S. M. Katre last year, he was able to 
describe 50 Mss. of Vedanta ( Section IX ) during the year under 
report. Owing to his work as Professor of Sanskrit in the Sir 
Parshurambhau College, Poona, he was unable to work full time on 
this section. He hopes, however,, to utilize his next summer vaca- 
tion to resume his work on this section. The work of Mr. S. 1 ^. 
Tadpatrikar, M.A., on the two sections V and VI ( Major and Minor 
Purapas ) was continued during the year. These sections contain 
about 1300 Mss. out of which Mr. Tadpatrikar has described too 
.during the year in addition to 200 Mss. described by him already.

During the year under report the printing output of the Insti- 
tute’s press was practically the same as in the previous year. It has 
not however, been possible to purchase a printing machine though 
its want is a long-Telt one as has been pointed out in the previous

3. Water supply and Drainage During the year under 
report the Irrigation Department intimated to the Institute their 
decision to charge the water rates on the basis of the diameter of the 
pipe connecting the Mutha Left Bank Canal with the Institute’s 
water tanks. According to this decision the Institute would have 
been required to pay water rates at the rate of Rs. 1 2 per month for 
a three-inch water connection. This increase in water rates would 
have necessitated the increase of the water charges of Rs. 10 per 
month recovered at present from each colonist availing himself of 
the Institute’s water scheme. In the absence of the Municipal water 
supply every colonist is required to spend at present Rs. 10 per 
month for his water supply where he would have been ordinarily 
required to pay the Municipal water-tax of Rs. i-8-o only per 
month. Any increase, therefore, in the water-rates recovered by the 
Institute from each colonist, though inevitable, would have caused 
much hardship to the colonists concerned. With a view to avoiding 
this increase, the Institute decided during the year to reduce the size of 
the water connection from three inches to two inches, thereby obviat- 
ing the contemplated increase in the colony water-rates, but at the same 
time guarding against any shortage of the water-supply consequent 
upon^the reduction in the size of the connection as indicated above. 
Engineering advice was, therefore, obtained to the effect that the 
contemplated reduction of the size of the water-connection would not 
lead to any shortage of water-supply, presuming that the number ot 
colonists remains constant and that the present water consumption is 
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not materially increased. Accordingly the si2e of the water connec- 
tion was reduced to two inches in 1937 and the tact reported to the 
Irrigation authorities. This new arrangement has been in operation for 
the last three months and has as expected worked satisfactorily. 

The following table shows as in the previous year the amount 
spent by the Institute on running its water supply scheme during 
the period of this report. It also shows the amount of water-charges 
received from the colonists participating in the scheme :

It will be seen from the above table that the Institute was required 
to spend a net amount of Rs. 861-1-6 on account of water-supply for 
the use of its own garden and for the use of some of its servants stay- 
ing on the premises. It is now more than twenty years since the 
foundation of the Institute on 6th July 1917 and though the Institute 
has done all pioneer work in developing the Bhandarkar Institute 
Colony, the Municipality, I regret to say, appears to be heedless on 
the question of providing adequate water-supply to the public bodies 
like the Institute, the Law College, the Indian Women’s University 
College, the Servants of India Society, and the like, all of whom are 
compelled to spend excessively from their meagre public funds by 
maintaining water-supply establishments of their own. Such a state 
of affairs is hardly creditable to those in charge of the Local Self- 
Government of this historic city of Poona. 

The drainage scheme of the Institute, the completion of which 
was reported last year, has been found veiy convenient to all workers 
at the Institute. But in this case also the want of adequate municipal 
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water*“SuppIy is proving a great obstacle in maintaining the drainage 
in perfect sanitary condition. Though 'the 'Municipality has been' 
recovering from ■ the Institute all its drainage tax-bills, it has comple- 
tely failed in its primary obligation ■ to provide water-supply for main- 
tainiiig the drainage in good condition. 

. The necessity of constructing a -high pressure water-tan'k on the, 
premises „of the' Institute referred to. in the last year’s report, ■ with 'a 
view to keeping the drainage line of the Institute in perfect sankary 
condition has been partially removed by the pressure availablerin the 
water supplied by the distribution pipe connecting the small reservoir 
now situated to the west of the Institute. It remains to be seen 
whether the degree of pressure at which water is let out from this 
reservoir will be found sufficient when the flushing tanks at the Guest 
House and other buildings on the premises of the Institute require a 
large amount of water supply. 

M, Garden :— Any extension of garden beyond its present 
limits could not be undertaken in the absence of a reasonably cheap 
water-supply. The maintenance of the limited garden area in front; 
of the main building of the Institute has also been found to be very 
expensive as will be seen from the following figures of the expenditure 
on garden incurred by the Institute during the past seven years.

It will be seen from the foregoing figures that the average annual 
expense on the garden incurred by the Institute is about Rs. 500. 
As against this average the Institute has incurred an average expense 
of Rs. Soo-o-o per year on the pmrchase of books and Mss. Ihe 
importance of a well-equipped library for a research Institute cannot 
be over-estimated, but the ratio of expenditure on the two items viz. 
the maintenance of the garden and purchase of books for the library 
is likely to give rise to an impression that the Institute is main- 
taining its garden at the cost of the library. This state of affairs, 
however, is bound to continue unless the Poona City Municipality 
sees its way to provide Municipal water-supply to the locality in 
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which the Institute is situated. The heavt? expenditure incurred by 
the Institute on the water-supply and the electric water-punap has 
proved a necessary evil and unless it is removed by the substitution 
of the normal Municipal water-supply, the Institute cannot _ hope to 
spend more on the purchase of books and other useful activities in 
the literary field. 

5. The Nizam’s Gliest House s — The Guest House having 
been provided with a regular drainage and electric installation during 
the previous years, the Executive Board appointed a committee to 
frame the necessary rules for its conduct. These rules as finally 
approved by the Executive Board are as follows : 

( I ) That the Guest-House is intended for the accommodation of 
scholars who visit the Institute and want to remain here and use the 
Library of printed books or manuscripts. 

( 2 ) That members of the Institute be given preference over all 
other persons, in the matter of accommodation. 

( 3 ) The visitors are expected ;to make their own arrangements as 
regards service. 

( 4 ) That the charges for lodging per day be as under : 

( i ) One Rupee per day for one room. 

( ii ) One and a half rupee per day for two rooms. 

( iii ) Two rupees per day for three rooms. 

(iv) Rs. 15 per month for one room. (This rate will be 
charged for a person staying for more than 10 days.) 

( V ) The distinguished visitors, specially invited by th^ 
Institute, may be accommodated by the Secretary free of 
charge. 

( vi ) That Life-members of the Institute be allowed to stay 
free of charge for 3 days only in a year. In case of a longer 
stay they will have to pay the usual charges. 

(5) Scholars from Poona desirous of staying in the Guest House 
may be accommodated at the discretion of the Secretary. 

Scholars intending to make use of the Institute’s colieciicn o 
books and Mss. will find the above rules quite helpful and it is hoped 
that .larger number of outside members will take advantage of the 
facilities offered by the Guest House, The rate of rent fixed by the 
Executive Board for the rooms in the Guest House will be found 
reasonable, especially in view of absence of any special fund for the 
maintenance and upkeep of the Guest House building. 

€>. Library The work of preparing a card-index for the en- 
tire collection of printed books in the Institute’s library was comple- 
ted during the year. This index comprises an index of authors and 
an index of titles. The special assistant appointed for the purpose 
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has been , now engaged in checking these index cards, With..a' view 
to preserving these two indices in proper order, special' card-cabinets 
have been prepaid at a cost of Rs. 200. It is hoped that these 
indices would facilitate the use of printed hooks by our readers. Owing 
to want of funds no extension of the shelving scheme for the central 
hall'of the' Institute' could be carried out during the year, .The total 
number of volumes in the Library on 31.3.1938 stands at 765'9 "and 
the total amount spent on the purchase of books during, .the. ^ year 

comes to, Rs„ 755“i2«9. „ ^ 

7 ® P'Ost-Gmdiiate ■ liistriiction mA Researeh The 'artati-*. 
gement made by the University for the conduct of the post-graduate 
work at Poona remaining unchanged during the year, the Institute 
continued its co-operation with the Poona Central Committee in the 
matter of post-graduate and research under the auspices of the Uni-^ 
versity. Two students registered their names with the Institute dur- 
ing the year and have appeared for the M. A. examination. The 
recognised teachers who carried on post-graduate instruction at the 
Institute during the year were two only viz. Dr. V. S. Sukthankar 
and Prof. R. D. Vadekar. Dr. Sukthankar has been recognized also 
for coaching students for the Ph.D. degree of the Bombay Univer- 
sity. 

From the speech of the Hon. Finance ; Minister to the Govt* 
of Bombay made in March 1938 at the time of the presentation of 
the Budget it appears that the Govt, intend to start some post-graduate 
work in Poona. The Institute is not aware of the exact lines ou 
which this work will be organized by the Govt, and the exact relation 
of this post-graduate work with the work of the Poona Central 
Committee working under the auspices of the University. The Insti- 
tute hopes, however, that in any scheme for the reorganization of the 
post-graduate work either by the University or by the Government 
due recognition will be given to the Institute for its pioneer work in 
starting and conducting the post-graduate work for the last 12 years. 

As regards the award of $hri Atmanand Gold Medal no essays 
were invited by the Institute in connection with this award for the 
reason stated in the last 5^eaFs report viz. that the essays submitted in 
previous years by scholars did not reach the necessary standard of 
scholarship. The balance unspent on the award of the medal 
will be utilized for the purchase of books on Indian Philpsophy. The 
interest accrued up to date on the amount of Rs. 1000 donated by 
Miss Dhunbai amounts to Rs. 40 out of which Rs. 35 have been set 
apart for the award of a prize to Mr. P. B. Desai, M. A., who stood 
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first among' the candidates sent, up by the Insthiite for the M. 
Exammatioii in April 1937. 

8.^ The Institute 'S; Press The output of the press during 

the,, year' underreport is 1755, printed pages, as against 1652 pages 
printed last year* It will be seen from these' figures that there is an 
increase of about 100 pages during the year under report. 

It is now I3..years since the Institute’s press was started. A ■major 
part of the type purchased initially for the press will have to be re- 
placed in the near future. The net profit obtained by the Institute’s 
press during the year has been utilised towards part payment of inter- 
ests :On^ loan incurred for the construction of the press and stores 
building;
